! Toronto.—OfmMeial liquidators of the 
|Home Bank of Canada are proceed- 
ing with their work of realizing on 
j the assets of the defunct bank and are 
‘pressing claims for payment of the 
| gouble Hability upon shareholders 
| without regard for the new phase that 
j has developed in the claim of certain 
|interests that the bank had never 
| been properly incorporated, and that, 
| being insolvent in 1913, its charter 
| could not be legally renewed under 
{the Bank Act, and, therefore, that 
lit did not exist as a legally incorpor- 
ated bank. 


There are said to be Interesting

\by the courts. For the bank, in the 
‘event of failure to determine its legal 
' qualifications, would at once assume

ual resources,
